Yov Never Cleaned Your 


Many Bird Species Found During Hunt 
in Sierra Madre by Audubon Society 

By ELIZA BETH PINOREE 

Thirty inemoers of the Pasa- 
eau Auduoon Society came to 
oierra Madre recently, as this lo¬ 
cality Is one of its favorite hunt¬ 
ing grounds for oird study. The 
morning hours were spent in the 
ca*iyon, now green and lush a#ter 
the recent rainfall. vAt n;>on the 
group moved on to the City park 
for a picnic lunch, after which 
they irstened to a most interest¬ 
ing program. 

The members felt well repaid 
for the morning spent in the can¬ 
yon and had a splendid list of 
birds to show for it. Besides the 
more common birds we all know, 
the list contained the Audubon 
warbler, with its bright yellow 
throat, crown and rump, the last 
so conspicuous and distinctive in 
flight; three members of the 
sparrow family, the golden- 
crowned, gambel and the white- 
crowned. This last-named bird is 
referred to by some of the more 
scholarly members as the “zono- 
trichia leucophrys nuttallia," but 
it is just plain “sparrow” to most 
of the group. 

Included in the list of tiny 
birds, exquisite in their miniature 
size, were the Ana Hummer and 
the ruby-crowned kinglet, show¬ 
ing the royal jewel in his crown 
only when he wishes to. The 
wrentit, with its pert little crest 
and Interesting mannerisms, was 
seen in the shrubbery which lined 
the trails. Other birds not so 
frequently seen were the Hutton 
vireo with its pleasing, whistled 
notes; the Canyon wren and the 
beloved bluebird, returned for his 
winter visit. 

The outstanding event of the 
morning was ITie appearance of 
a flock of wild band-tailed pig¬ 
eons, soaring and shifting in 
swift, beautiful formation high 
over the canyon. And still higher 
and sometimes in full pursuit 
could be seen a Western red¬ 
tailed hawk.

Today's teen-agers .around 
whom the muddy current of ‘‘ju¬ 
venile delinquency” is now at 
high tide, will be men and w’om- 
en, too, in the immediate post¬ 
war years.

A GOOD SIGN 

Three million six hundred sev¬ 
enty-five thousand families intend 
to buy automobiles to cost $3,- 
307,50,000 when the war is over. 
Household appliance purchases 
will be $1,215,910.00. Overall 
home-fumishings pui:cha.se inten¬ 
tions are $711,410,000. One mll- 
lian five hundred and forty thou¬ 
sand families intend to buiFI or 
buy a new home within six 
months. 

These figures come from a new 
survey which shows that post¬ 
war purchases of the American 
public will be far In excess of i 
those estimated last December In 
a similar survey. 

This is encouraging not only 
because the rise shows that peo¬ 
ple seem to have been saving 
their wages Instead of squander¬ 
ing them and contributing to in¬ 
flation; it is heartening because 
this pent-up demand means in¬ 
dustrial activity, and that means 
Jobs. 

Industry now has a pretty good 
idea of the post-war picture. It 
is making post-war plans—prac¬ 
tical post-war plans.
